Nelson A. Miles, Senator Lindsay of 
Kentucky, Gov. Brady of Alaska, Sen- 
ator Joseph R. Hawley of Connecticut, 
Congressman Hill of Connecticut, ex- 
Congressman C. E. Towne of Minneso- 
ta and Gen. Charles E. Miller of the 
Pennsylvania national guards, were the 
guests of the Bridgeport board of trade 
banquet tonight.

Miles spoke on "The Army," 


and was given close attention. When 
he was asked In regard to the Import- 
ance of Gen. Cronje's surrender, he 
said: 


"His surrender was expected, and it 


was all that could be expected when a 
force of 3000 holds out for over a week 
against a force of 50,000 trained troops. 


"The effect of Gen. Cronje's surtien- 


der will be to strengthen the cause of 
the Transvaal patriots. You will ob- 
serve that the first reports said that 
Gen. Cronje had a force of 9000 opposed 
to the British. But only 3000 surren- 
dered. What became of the other ouUO? 


"The Importance of the .surrender 


under such circumstances only illus- 
trates the fighting valor of this handful 
of Boer patriots, numbering only 3000, 
against an army of 60,000 of England's 
picked soldiers. 


"The effect of Cronjc's surrender will 


be to strengthen rather than to weaken, 
the Boer patriots' cause in this war. 
We cannot help but admire these Boers, 
no matter where our sympathies may 
be. In my position It would not be dip- 
lomatic for me to say too much, but 
whoever Is In tho right, we must ad- 
mire the 3000 patriots.who stood oft 
for 10 days 50.000 of the British army."

Boston, Feb. 28. The granite indus- 


try of New England, which has made 
many localities famous the country 
over and which gives employment to 
fully 8000 journeyman cutters, will be 
at a standstill tomorrow because of a 
wage contention between the manufac- 
turers and the National Cutters' union. 


The strike, it appears, will be gener- 


al, although there are some indications 
that individual settlements will be 
reached quickly so that business in 
such cases will hardly be disturbed. 
The strike will be due to an article in 
the constitution and by-laws of the 
national union, which says "that the 
new scale of wages on March 1 shall 
be ?3 a day and fight hours." 


Tonight thy New England states as a 


whok1, face what may result in 
the 


longest, costliest iauor contest for 
years. The men who are ready to 
strike are among the best paid artisans 
in the tast, and the sum total of the 
wages they will lost if the strike is a 
protracted one will be exceedingly 
large. 


Granitt1 manufacturing is widely dis- 


tributed, for quarries crop out at all 
parts of the Appalachian range in this 
corner of the Union, each locality hav- 
ing its own particular grade or color 
of granite. At Quincy, Mass., there is 
much monumental work; at Concord, 
N. H., and Barre, Vt., One building 
stone, while the quarries on islands 
along the Maine coast and at points 
not far inland yield material which 
enters Into some of the most imposing 
structures in the country. 


Tomorrow, at the call of the national 


union, most of these quarries will be 
deserted by the cutters, and the first, 
step Will have been taken to enforce 
a demand. The grievance of the cutters 
is that their time and wage schedules 
have not boon uniform. Manufactur- 
ers heretofore have governed their 
price lists to cutters on individual abil- 
ity of the employe. The demand of ?3 
per day has bwn paid to skilled cutters 
but they object to the demand that 
that figure be the minimum price paid. 
The eight hour demand while" objected 
to in many instances, has not been the 
chief question, as most quarries have 
long worked on the nrne hour sched- 
ule. The strike will not be a hasty one 
on the part of the cutters nor a sur- 
prise to the manufacturers. 


The latter were given ample notice 


of the union's intentions and the past 
few weeks have seen much of the mate- 
rial worked up into finished product. 
It is a remarkable feature that the 
granite business has been very brisk 
all winter and cutters have had little 
or no dull times. The union men ac- 
cordingly are in good shape for a strike 
but they claim that the manufacturers 
have contracts on hand representing 
millions of dollars. The New England 
Granite Manufacturers' 
association, 


which represents a majority 
of the 


quarries, replied to the cutters' notice 
that it was not possible to grant the 
request, as the margins of profit on con- 
tracts on hand would not allow read- 
justment of wages and hours. Con- 
trary to tho general aspect of strikes, 
this one will begin with very little pre- 
liminary debate between employer and 
employe, evincing the belief of the na- 
tional union that the manufacturers 
will accede to the demand with little 
delay. 
TROUBLE AVERTED AT BA.\RE. 
Barre, Vt.t, Feb. 28. At a meeting 


of the granite manufactures tonight at 
whlc habout 70 firms were represented, 
It was voted to accept the compromise 
of 35 cents per hour as proposed by 
the cutters at their meeting held here 
tonight. This action averts a strike 
of the 1400 or more cutters an'd sharp- 
ners, and these men will all go to 
work tomorrow under the new sched- 
ule. 
The manufactures had previous- 


ly conceded the demand for eight hours 
a day for six days a week, but refused 
to pay more than an average of 34 
cents per hour, claiming that the con- 
dition of business would not warrant 
any increase in thosa figures.

Shortly after2 o'clock Valauma- 
ccda entered the store of E. W. Hodg- 
son, jeweler, 56 Devonshire street, and 
asked the proprietor if he could match 
a diamond which Valaumaeeda wore on 
his finger. Mr. Hodgson drew several 
packages of diamonds from a case and 
was engaged in the work of matching 
when a second customer entered and, 
claiming to be in a hurry, tried to en- 
gage Mr. Hodgson's attention regarding 
the repairing of a watch. At that mo- 
ment Mr. Hodgson was blinded by a 
handful of flour thrown by Valauma- 
eeda, and in the confusion the two cus- 
tomers ran out of the store with 15 
packages of diamonds. At the thresh- 
old of the door the men separated, Va- 
laumaeeda running down Devonshire 
street, .while the other man ran down 
into the basement of the building. Mr. 
Hodgson followed Valaumaeeda crying 
"stop thief," and a large crowd took 
up the cry. The fugitive was made 
conspicuous by a quantity of flour on 
his clothes. He ran across State street 
into Exchange place, where Lawrence 
Lassen, a messenger boy, saw him 
coming and tripped him up. In falling, 
tho man dropped the parcel, which was 
picked up by the boy. Ex-Policeman 
Hobson was passing and held the man 
until an-officer came up. 


The second customer, who ran into 


the basement, has not been caught yet, 
but the police are searching for him. 


EXCITEMENT IN COTTON. 


Transactions for Wednesday Beached 


Enormous Total of About One 


Mill.on Bales 


New York, Feb. 28. The wildest ex- 


citement witnessed on the cotton ex- 
change in recent years prevailed today.

While the demand 
was general and largely from European 
sources, the feature of the local market 
was the insatiable demand from a Wall 
Street concern, repuUni to be heavily 
short of March cotton contracts and 
also reputed to have been a heavy seller 
yesterday in keeping with a large num- 
ber of bearish despatches which they 
sent forth yesterday. This concern 
bought enormous quantities o£ cotton, 
especially for August delivery. At .ne 
best point the market showed the un-j 
usual advance of 18@3U points. The 
record of transactions overflowed the 
large board provided for their accom- 
modation and an auxiliary board was 
provided to complete the record of the) 
day's transactions. Just before thel 
close them was a selling movement to 
secure profits, and the market finished] 
irregular and easy at a net advance;

o bimetallism. He said the amend- 
ment must be read in the light of tho 
act of March 2, 1897, giving the Presi- 
dent authority to appoint commission- 
ers to an international bimetallic cou- 
'erence. 
This act, Mr. Aldrich said, 


was now in full force and effect. The 
position taken by the 
United States 


was that bimetallism was not possible 
except by international agreement. 1I« 
thought it eminently desirable to say 
to the nations of tue world that the 
Jnited otates was on a gold standard 
and would remain in that position un- 
til they were prepared to enter into 
an agreement for the use of silver. 


Mr. Bacon: 
"Do you consider the 


gold standard tha best standard?" 


Mr. Aldrich: "In the absence of an 


.nternatlonal agreement as to the use 
of silver I am In favor of maintaining 
definitely the gold standard. If at any 
time In the future we can have an In- 
ternational agreement I should be m 
favor of that. I can see no Immediate 
prospect of the adoption of an inter- 
national bimetallic standard." 


At the conclusion of Mr. •Aldrich's 


statement, Mr. McLaurln was recos- 
nizad to deliver an announced speech 
upon the Philippine question. 


The fact that he is In favor of tbo 


policy of expansion and thus differed 
with his Democratic colleagues render- 
ed his speech of Interest. 


Senator McLaurln of South Carolina 


addressed the Senate on the Philippine 
question. 


When he had concluded considera- 


tion of the 'Hawaiian government bill 
was resumed. Mr. Allen made a gen- 
eral attack upon tbe bill. He declared 
that the Republican party was "actu- 
ated by a wild and unrestricted dream 
of power..

ARMOR AND SHIPS FOR NAVY. 
Washington, 
Fob. 28. Secretary 


Long, Admiral Dvwey, Rear Admiral 
Crowninshield, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, and Commander Cowlt-s, 
assistant chief, wt-re before tho House 
committee on naval affairs today to 
discuss the important topics of armor 
and of new ships for the navy. The 
hearing was private. Secretary Long 
made a statement on the general needs 
of the navy and the desirability of not 
building new ships in the government 
yards. As to new warships he held to 
his recommendation at the time Con-^ 
gress met, namoly. throe armored cruis- 
ers of about 13,000 tons each with the 
heaviest armor and most powerful ord- 
nance: 12 gunboats of about 900 tons 
each, three protected cruisers of about 
8000 tons each. 


Admiral Dewey suggested that tbo 


committee leave off the 12 gunboats and 
give thrw? new battleships instead. Ho 
said the battleships would be more ser- 
viceable. Hnalso took strong grounds 
in favor of the slwathing of warships. 


Rear Admiral Crowninshield also 


spoke briefly on the desirability of hav- 
ing a naval barracks for tbe housing 
of sailors when on land.

Puerto Hican Tariff Bill. 


The somewhat lively scrimmage in 


th- House over the Puertol Rican tariff 
bill cam*1 to an «-nd Wednesday when 
the friends of the measure score'd a 
decided victory. In view of the divis- 
ion of sentiment concerning the meas- 
ure it was amended so as, to reduce the 
tariff charge^ from twenty-five to fif- 
teen per cent, of the Dingily tariff, and 
as amended the bill passed by a ma- 
jority of eleven votes. T^e first test 
vote came on the motion to re-commit, 
which was lost by a vote of 162 to 172; 
and on the final passage there was one 
less vote recorded against! the bill. It 
had been confidently predicted that the 
fate of the bill would bj determined 
by two or three vote's, but as a result 
of tho earnest effort put forth In its 
behalf the margin was increased 
to 


eleven when the final vote was taken. 
The contest will now be transferred to

Were they to be- 
come American citizens at 85 per cent, 
off?Mr. Bromwell of Ohio, who has hith- 
erto opposed the bill, after paying hfs 
respects to some of his Ohio colleagues 
(Grosvenor and Snattuck) said that he 
was now convinced that the Adminis- 
tration earnestly desired the passage 
of that bill.
